The individual 
losses '^^^ioo)j' t?aesji|l^ted in dollars, 
becailtetlio- xespUs yifji be felt for the 
•whole year and must affect every trade to 
agroator^^Sessyiegiiee. In the destruc- 
tion of Sponos's and other fine bridges, 
and in the damage to tuowugon and other 
roads the finances of the Province will 
Bustuin a severe strain. But the rooupura- 
tivo energy of tbo peopla, wliich has ovor- 
oomo difliculties in the past, will carry 
thorn safely through the present crisis. 
Nature repairs hor ravages — repairs them 
with sunshine and human labor. The 
desolaitSon -wrought by the unusual flood 
•wiirhave left hut litllQ visible tfaoe on 
tbefac,e.o|,t4i^0^parth next summer; but it 
■will be the duty. of Government and peo- 
ple to unite on eom^j intelligent, well-_de- 
visod scheme for prol^'<itillg,.liUlds subject 
to overflow from the inroads of future 
floods— which, whether they sweep down 
again in five, ton or twenty years' time, 
must find the country guarded at every 
point against their x^yages. , 

J Glji^ese Labor in Canada. 

1 J iTorgnto Le»dor.] 

When, not long ago, it was gravely pro- 
posed to employ Chiheso labor upon the 
Pacific Railway, public opinion expressed 
itsnlf 80 detorminately respecting the 
subject, that wo soon beard no more of it. 
It was, perhaps, fortunate for Canada 
that the scheme, if it was ever really seri- 
ously considered, came to an untimely 
eadt i.ijTKeJfctad results of the importation 
of tifis cheap and nasty labo/ havo been 
felt with fatal force in tho»e Australian 
colonies where Chinese do congregate; 
in San Franaisco, and to a certain extent, 
in British Columbia, wbore, happily, tbo 
evil ouly partially exists. In California 
the grab for the dollars lias made the ad- 
vfiutuiing .employers of Chinese labor 
take th6 cheap services of tho Celestial, 
to the utter exclusion of the white man, 
and tho result has been distress, poverty 
and discontent. We are told by the old 
jElnglish poet that: — 

'' From dls'iontent iprlcga tr««son, 
" ' ih'd on the 8t»lk of troBon — deith. 

j^tt^l^tyStj^i jfa being borne out in 
the western portion of the United States. 
From tho discontent produced by the 
Chinese laborers has nearly, at no distant 
doto, arisen Ijloodshod. Wo are glad to 
see that tho British Columbians have eom- 
meiiced to nip the evil prevailing in their 
iliidBtin the bud, before it reaches tho 
same gigantic pfoportions it posaeasos in 
the TJoited States. The people have com- 
menced a steady and united eflfort to dis- 
courage tho immigration and employment 
of Chiue«e, and they are wise in their gen- 
eration. Cheap t'.iough the class of labor 
may be, it will prove ter.-ibly dear in tho 
lOQgrun, when the mittohiofd arising from 
prese;|i(^ of xiqt the beat class of the 
Ohinobe cbrnmnnity are felt in the Pro- 
vince. To a certain extent those evils nr« 
oven now felt and the British ColunibiaiiB 
nro wise beiimoj. Tho Colonist, in com- 
menting on the em[)loyment of Chineac 
labor, points out that the GoverDmeut 
has no right to employ this class of labor 
krs to' exolasioD of -native workmen 
The Chinamen employed on public works 
produces nothing and sends his earnings 
to tho Flowery Land for investment. 
"But," it udds, "phico a like number of 
whiles on the same works and thero would 
be dwellings required for families; clotl 
■ing and boots and shoos for wives and 
littld ones, and groceries and produce for 
consumption; schools and churches, and 
newspapers for their mental andreligioiw 
improvomont. There woiild bo no luUu- 
est that would net receive an inipotus 
from tho employment of civilized labor 
among.st us." The misohievous efTect.i of 
the temporary money making presence of 
tho Chinese in tho Province is further 
well oxpreased in the Coloui.it, a journal 
which it may readily bo scon has the b(>st 
opi)ortunilies for forming an o])iiiion, 
the following obsorvatio;! >:— "No greator 
evil could bo inflicted ui)oii a natioi\ than 
thfit the laboring class should be drawu 
from ft people animated with no desire or 
cupiicity tojbe welded with the homogen- 

to Huml all their earnings out of tho coun- 
try- to ouriiih anothor Slate. Tlin Chiu«fio 
in Briti-h Cuhimbia f<jrm a distinct clas-H. 
They havo no sympathy or iuteroat in 
oomoioa with tho rLst uf tho population, 
'i'l^oir food is oxcoptioniil, and thoy 'wor- 
ship stVaiigo gods' beneath tbo shadow of 
Gbrislian temples. Induatrious and fru- 
gal tho majority nudoniably aro; but 
their frugality is of a character injuri-jus

We read in the 7'i'nie.s.-— Considering tho 
important part Niksio has played in tho 
JiiiBtory 0^ the present insurrection, the 
follo.wing short sketch of tho interesting 
.'|>lw;Q,-'-which nearly foil into the hands of 
inimrgonts, and has occasioned such lor- 
riljlo bloodshed, may prove opportune. 
Situated in South-Eastoru Herzegovina, 
near the frontier of Montenegro, on a 
wide plain about four square miles in ex- 
tent, stands tho fortress of Nikaic. Around 
it aro green flolds watered by winding 
streams; beyond these again, and in start- 
ling contrast.'rlsi^ ridges lipon ridges of 
gloomy rooks.wbich servo to form a frame- 
work to the brilliant landscape, as it wore 
au oasis in some forbidden wildornesB. 
The Herzegovina road crosso.s the moun- 
tains by the Duga Pass, along a narrow 
bridle-path ill tlio midst of precipitious 
rooks. ' The level country in the environs 
of Nik^p,w,^,ofaiefly inhabited by Maho- 
modans, .who felt security in tho vicinity 
of the fortress and its outlying block- 
houses. Tho fortifloations consists of one 
fort "Kula," whioh commands the idain 
[p'.anma) , the town containing only a fow 
wretched buildings, inhabited by about 
2,000 Mussulmans. Tho fort is surround- 
ed by a wall 6ft. thick by 24ft. high, built 
of stone and furnished with baiiijueltes, 
towers and eiubrasiiros for the guns. The 
armament consists of twenty old-fashioned 
but serviceable guns, which had been 
very little used lieforo tho siege. Tho 
barracks inside tho fort v.'ill lu-couimodato 
800 men; but the blockhouHos outside aro 
capablii of containing 1,500 more; so that 
Niksic could hold 2,300 men if necessary 
to .strengthen its garrison by the soldiers 
<luartored in the blockhouses. -It- "is im- 
posKiblo to say with certainty what the 
Turkish strength of the garrison may bo, as 
\yo havo no trustworthy data to guide us 
on that point. Last Dei euibor it was re- 
victualled by Eaouf Pasha, who forced a 
jiassago with 12,000 men from Bi'lck 
through tho pass to Niksio plain. But 
since then it has received nothing more, 
and considering that Baouf Pasha could 
not havo thrown large supplies into the 
place, tho garrison cannot bo lar-go or it 
could not have held out so long. Strate- 
gically, Niksio is a place of great impor- 
tance, hence tho eagerness displayed by 
the Turks to reUove it and raise tho siege, 
if possible, at any cost, for it stands at 
tho jniiction of two roads leading from 
Horaogovina to Montouegro. If it woro 
to fall into the hands of the insurgents it 
would strengthen their position on the 
immediate borders of Montenegro, and 
once established here tho Turks would 
liave th<< greatest difficulty in driving 
them out.

Speuoe's Bridge. 

This bridge, reported carried away by 
tho flood, was built across Thompson Ei- 
ver at a point immediately above Cook's 
ferry and 20 miles from Lytton, which is 
situated at the eovjfluoneo of Eraser and 
Thompson R!V(!rs,by Mr. Thounis Spenco 
in 1865 at a cost of 810,000. Tho struo- 
taro was 030 foot long (alKUit the length 
of James Bav bridge.) Mr. Bpenee in 
1864 attdm^ted^to build a bridge ' across 
Thompson river on cribs, and ' although 
tho timbers used ivore of tho most mas- 
sive charaoter,from tho nature of tho foun- 
dation — a thin coaling of gravel (overlay- 
ing a clay bed —togothor with tho space 
occupied by tho pior«, created a heavy 
scour or wash, (lud tho suporstiucturo 
not being completed tho piers settled un- 
til out of thoir perpendicular and necess- 
arily woru swept away by tho first high 
water. Undaunted by this disaster Mr. 
Sponoo sot to work to rebuild by driving 
piles and forming piors not exceeding six 
feot in width, but from 4.5 to 50 feot in 
length. Each pit-r cuntninod from 23 to 
27 piles crossed and bolted with heavy 
iron bolts longitudinally and in tho cross 
Hoctions and sheathed with inch and a- 
half boarding. Tho stringers wero about 
eight foot above ordinary high water, and 
Mr. Spenco's impression is that tho flood 
must huvo lifted tho lloor or that a largo 
body of driftwood accuninlated against 
tho piers and curried part (jf tho struoturo 
away; but he doi^a not think that tho 
whole of it is gone. The current at this 
place runs at high- water at a nineMftibt 
rate — a momentum that the most substan- 
tial bridjte would scarcely withstand, sup- 
poaiug tho flooring to be struck. 

Boston Bar Bridge. 

This bridge, roportod carried away, was 
built in 1SG3 by tho present Lieut. -(rov- 
ernor at a cost, of Siri,Ot)0. It crossed 
Anderson Biver at the lower end of the 
village of Beaton' Bar. It was built on 
bents, was 830 feet long, stood 34 foot 
above tho bi'd of tho river and was com- 
])lotely repaired by tho Govorninont two 
years ago and a truss-span of 60 feot in- 
serted in tho centre of the channel. This 
bridge was subject to BubmerBion>t high- 
water, but there was no current .^at tho 
highest stage,' f be Fraser backing up the 
water of Anderson Biver and cheating 
(juite an eddy at that place.
